TTie 
crop is smaller, and the prices higher. 
Strawberries are $1.40 this 
yea*. 
One reason why the price is higher 
is that boxes cost more. 
Last year 
the boxes were $3.50 per 1000. 
This 
year they are $5. 
Over at Long Beach the 
dealers 
seem to be more at the mercy of the 
Jap berry-growers than they are here. 
The Long Beach Press says: 
“ While the Long Beach housewives 
wait and pine for the time when they 
can get berries to can and preserve, 


r and wonder why strawberries, rasp­ 


berries and loganberries are so scarce, 
hundreds of crates of the berries are 
rotting on the vines northeast of this 
city. 
The Orientals, who control the 
berry market, have 
cut 
down 
the 
force of pickers and are picking only 
the largest and ripest fruit, in order 
to force the price of the berries sky­ 
ward. 


“A year ago good strawberries and 
loganberries could be 
secured 
for 
80 cents per crate. 
Today they were 
quoted at $1.60 to $1.70 
per 
crate, 
the price doubling. 
The 
housewife 
finds that the price is too great to 
admit of canning, but the season is 
drawing to a close, and they will be 
no cheaper. 
The answer is, the plant­ 
ing of more berry patches under the 
control of white men in the acreage 
around Signal H ill.”

ou September 22, 1909. 
His preliminary examination before 
Justice Smithwi-ok resulted in Sainz's 
story being told by him. 
If he shot 
Machado, he does not know it. 
He 
told fully and with directness all about 
things that went before and things 
that came on afterward, but the per­ 
iod in which others who were at the 
sheep-shearers’ camp say he fired the 
fatal shot is in the mind of Sainz a 
complete blank. 


Sainz does not deny that he killed 
Machado. 
He says he was drunk and 
does not know what he did. 
Three witnesses declare Sainz did 
the shooting. 
They declare that he 
was sober. 


According to Sainz, there were Tour 
open-eyed blind-pigs at the shearing 
camp, 
in fact, a very large portion 
of the men there had a supply of li­ 
quor, which was open to sale to the 
others at one drink per check, each 
check representing the shearing of one 
sheep and representing a value of six 
cents 
On the last day Sainz was in 
camp, one of the jug owners reduced 
the price to two drinks for one check. 
Sainz says he flipped dollars, shot at 
a mark and did other 
things 
for 
drinks, and when night came he was 
drunk. 


For one charged with murder, for 
which he stands a chance of hanging, 
Sainz is typical of one 
“ who 
don’t 
give a whoop.” When Santos Carrisosa 
had finished his testimony, Sainz grin­ 
ned an unbelieving and at the same 
time an unconcerned grin. 
When an­ 
other witness declared that Sainz was 
not drunk, Sainz grinned again, and 
his mother, w'ho sat in the courtroom, 
laughed out loud. 


District Attorney Davis 
first 
put 
Santos Carrisosa 
on 
the 
witness 
stand. 
Carrisosa was capitan of 
the 
company. 
He says on the evening of 
Sept. 22 Sainz came from the corral 
with his shears in 
his 
hands. 
He 
seemed morose. 
He ate by himself, 
and said he would fight anyone in the 
company. 
Salvador 
Valenzuela 
re­ 
plied he would fight him if he would 
put down his shears. 
T^ater Sainz got 
his rifle from a wagon, and shot at a 
tin can, saying that was the way h© 
^ouid get some of the members of 
the company. 
Later after dark three 
shots were fired. 
One went over the 
oapitan’s head, the second still lower 
and the third killed 
Machado, 
who 
stood near Carrisosa. 


Jose Feliz said Sainz left Mike Mi­ 
randa's tent carrying his rifle. 
He 
stumbled on some rope, and wanted to 
know who pushed him. 
He said he 
would kill some of the company, walk­ 
ed out and began shooting. 
“ Weren’t we drinking together and 
weren’t we shooting at a 
can 
for 
drinks?” asked Sainz of Feliz. 
Feliz 
said “ No.” 


Salvador Valenzuela told a 
story 
that jibbed well with the stories of 
Feliz and Carrisosa. 
“ What condition was I in ?” asked 
Sainz.

exploded in his hands while hunting 
rabbits at Tecarte. 


The rifle was produced in court, hav­ 
ing been brought from Tecarte by Of­ 
ficer Cervantes. 
In Mexico he was arrested twice, 
once for being drunk and another time 
for carrying a weapon. 
He came back twice after the shoot­ 
ing.
